A War Cloud, 
Our siateflinen at Washington are 
exercised over Germany's attempt to 
seize the Samoa islands in the South 
Paciñc ocean which lie in the track of 
the Americon commerce with Austra- 
lia. It appears that some time ago 
our government made a treaty with 
the king of those islands hy which 
the United States was ceded the best 
port in that region as a coaling station, 
but that recently the German naval 
force has dethroned and banished 
that monarch and installed another in 
his stead, greatly to the prejudice of 
American interests in those islands. 
The question now is, will our govern- 
ment pe]*mit the Germans to seize and 
control Samoa or resist Germany's 
encroachments by force if necessary, 
Bismark, the German Premier, is de- 
fiant and the commander of the only 
American naval vessel in Samoa has 
dispatched for more vessels to assist 
him to protect American citfzens and 
pr0])erty against the aggressions of 
the Germau war vessels and troops 
now at the island in question. War 
with Germany is predicted, but Con- 
gress has not yet authorized the Pres- 
ident to take any decided measures.

was smoking the pipe will likely pay 
for bis foolishness with his life.

tle. Until lasting cold weather shall 
come, and domestic consumption give 
a jump no change is to be looked for.

Ile had made his last meal 
about two niimlhs ago, and was .i^ettini:,^ 
a trifie huniL^ry, so his owner deeiderl 
vGsterday to ^ive him .something to eat. 
Ko, that is wrong; it should read, to give 
her something to cat. 
For—for some 
anexplahaed reason—those who handle 
big snakes alway.« speak oi them iu the 
feminine gender. 
They do this ^Yithout 
any regard to tlic snake's se::, 
lîe that 
as i t may, however, it was decided 
to 
give the snake a square meal yesterday, 
and, as a boa will not cat anything un- 
less 
'»she" kills it »^lersclf'' first, it 
was nccessiry to provide a live animal 
for lier, 
liabbits being soft, tender, 
.easily digested animals, and also cheap, 
arc generally chosen to feed the boas

by some '»snakecharmer." It was a very 
young and inexperienced rabbit that was 
chosen to feed the big boa yesterday.

The boa did not 
seem to 
jiotioe the rabbit at iirst. 


AYhea she did óe.^ him ;òhe at once col- 
lected herself aud drew bacie her licad 
preparatory to '^-^.triking." 
That is the 
technical name given to the vicious bite 
with which the snakes grab their victims. 
O n e often reads of the way that snakes 
charm rabbits and birds before they cap- 
ture and eat them, audth'î re])orter stood 
up alongside the box and looked iu to see 
the interesting performanci* for himself. 
But'hedidn't see anything of the sori. 
The rabbit was not charnied iuthe least. 
.He did not tremble and rivet his eyes on 
the giittering little 
black beads in the 
r.-^nake's liead. 
He didn't seem to take in 
his position.

• evidently thought that he v/as destined 
t J live to a good old age. 


Suddenly there'wasa dart of the boa's 
head forwa\'d and lier cruel jaws armed 
with rows of needle-likc tee-ih, closed 
with a snap on the little rabbit s head.

A trough then carries the molten metal 
directly into the mould. 


The furnace is very similar to those 


generally used in melting large quan- 
tities of brass. The melting pot is built 
between two fire-boxes, so constructed 
that the heat strikes the sides and bot- 
tom, with almost equal force, e ectLng 
quick results. The metal used is sisnply 
ingot copper and tin, in the proportion 
of four parts of the former to one cf the 
latter- 
The copper is first melted, and 


then the tin is put into the molten mass, 
soon becoming a part of it. The kettle 
has a capacity of about 'a ton. For a 
bell weighing three hundred pounds, the 
mould is completely filled in seven or 
eight minutes. 
For bells weighing six 


hundred pounds, it requires about fifteen 
minutes, and so on. 


The bell having cooled surnciently, 


the moulds are broken, and it is taken 
out and turned over to the polisher. The 
inside, having been moulded against the 
smooth surface of black lead, needs no 
polishing, but the outside reqxiires at- 
tention in that respeet. The operation 
is very simple. The bell is hoisted to 
the center of a double revolving table. 
The part the bell rests upon revolves 
one way, the surrounding pait in an 
opposite direction.

A Gorg-eous War Garment. 


The subject of a recent lecture in Xew 


York city was -'The Pacific Ocean, the 
Sandwich Islands, and Xew Zealand." 
At the close of his addre-s the lecturer, 
Professor B:ckinore. exhibited to the 
aud'.ence a feather war-cloak, once the 
property of King Kauikeaouli of the 
iSaadwich Island^ (Kaoitthiiiaeha III.), 
who. in the year Ic4^, presented it. to- 
gether with other valuable curiosities, to 
a United States naval oSiieer. siuce de- 
cea=ed,_who was charged with a diplo- 
matic mission to the Hawaiian govern- 
ment. 


The royal garment is still in the 


possesrion of the family, and is valued at 
sl.j.OOO. It is four feet six inches long, 
semicircular 
in shape, and is made 


wholly of scarlet and yellow feathers 
cunningly woven into a tine network of 
some strong material resembling coarse 
linen thread, probably a native grass or 
hemp. The yello «• feathers were obtained 
from a species of bird known to naturalists 
as melithreptes Pacifica, once abundant, 
but now said to be almost extinct, under 
each of whose wings, according to 
"Appleton's Cyclopedia," was "a small 
tuft of feathers of a goiden yellow color, 
and about an inch in length."

the exception of two smaller specimens 
of this kind of feather-work, one owned 
by the Smithsonian Institution, and the 


. other by the Boston Museum, this is the
